ou Friday morning, at his residence in Canton, 


Ile died of apoplexy, 


St. Lawrence county. In the death of Mr. 
Wright a great man has fallen. He has for 
twenty years filled a ve reconspicuous place in 
the public councils of his adopted State and 
ofthe nation; and, although distinguished as 
an ardeut and leading politician, his enemies — 
his partizan opponents, rather, for he had no 
enemies — have always awarded to him the ut- 
most honesty of purpose and sincerity of mo- 
tive in all his public conduct. He possessed 
commanding talents, an acute and diseriminat- 


ing mind, sound judgment, and an unquestion- 


ed zeal for the spread of publean principles, 
whieh secured for hint the personal respect of 
political antagonists, as well as coadjutors; 
which gave to his public opinions a eontroliing 


influence; and which justly elevated him to 
the very highest Station inthe ranks of his own 
party. He was remarkable for afiability as 
well as dignity of deportinent, unaffected sim- 
plieity of manners, and an itoperturbable calin- 
ness in debate, which increased the force of 
his arguments, and never failed to command 
the attention and deference of lis auditors. He 
has held high stations — including that of Sena- 
tor of the United States, and more recently that 
of Governor of New York — with great honor 
to himself and benefit tothe country. He was, 
at the moment of his untimely death, the most 
prominent candidate of the Democratic ferty
